At the annual meeting of the 
Foothlls-Little Bow Municipal Dis- 
hricts Association, held in the Vul¬ 
can on Ost. 22, J. W. Judge, Dep¬ 
uty Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
gave an interesting talk regarding 
the increase in municipal taxation. 
He referred to the new assessment 
which went into effect January 1, 
1S47, amounting to $328,835,000, an 
increase of $25,856,000 over that 
of the previous year, and the Ad¬ 
vocate is privileged to publish his 
talk in full. 

“In the year 1943 the current 
tax levy in all Municipal Districts 
was $7,|01,000, by the year 1947 
the tax' levy had increased to 
$12,379,000, nn increase of 67.26% 
The total tax collections for the 
year 1943 amounted to $9,417,000, 
by tiie year 1947 the tax collect¬ 
ions had increased to $12,162,000, 
an increase of 29.15%. The per¬ 
centage of total tax collections to 
the current levy was 127.2% in 
1913 ana 98.25% in 1947. You will 
note that the increased tax levy 
is followed by increased total col¬ 
lections but the collection increase 
is not ns great as the increase in 
the levy as shown by the decline 
in the percentage ratio. This con- 
d’tion pertains in all cities, towns 
and villages in the Province. The 
decline in the percentage ratio is 
due almost entirely to the grad¬ 
ual disappearance of the tax ar¬ 
rears that have had real value. 
The arrears at present outstand- 
ing have in most instances only a 
problematical value. Over the same 
period discounts and cancellations 
have amounted to $7,535,000. The 
cancellations have been due in 
part to the sale of tax forfeited 
lands of poor quality where the 
sale price has not equalled the 
tax arrears. 

“Municipalities are fast dp- 
proaching the time, indeed in some 
cases they have already reached 
the time, wherein municipal oper¬ 
ation' will depend on current tax 
levy and its 100% collection. In 
other words, the municipalities ate 
now on a pay as you go basis. Con¬ 
sequently the need for a close scru¬ 
tiny of all proposed expenditures 
is essential if the municipality is 
to keep its head above water. 

"What Is mea'nt when it is 
stated taxes are too high? Does it 
mean that In comparison with 
other years taxes have increased, 
or is it that too percentage of the 
net income is required for the sup¬ 
port of local government? If it 
is that more dollars are being de¬ 
manded the explanation is to a 
large extent • inflation. If it is 
that too large a percentage of the 
net income is required for the sup¬ 
port of government, then let us 
examine this contention. I have be¬ 
fore me the results of farming op¬ 


erations on a two section farm for 
the years 1935 to 1946 inclusive. 
The average annual real property 
tax for the period in relation to 
his net income was 8.06%. For the 
year 1946 it was 6.66%, which is 
the lowest for the period, except¬ 
ing for the years 1935, 1942, 

and 1944. In terms of actual dol¬ 
lars his taxes increased steadily 
from 1935, when they were $181. 
in 1946, when they were $473.00 
Thus despite an increase in dollars 
demanded of 261.3%, the t£xes as 
a percentage or his net income 
were 1.4% less than the average 
for the 12 year period. 

"Now let us examine the taxes 
for the rural area of the Province 
in relation to the net income from 
farming operations. During the 
period 1938 to 1946 the net income 
of farm operators from farming 
operations increased from $80,825, 
000 in 1938 to $207,790,000 in 1946. 
(Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
Vol. 40-1947). 

An increase of 157%. Taxes lev¬ 
ied in improvement districts and 
municipal districts increased from 
$8,202,522 in 1938 to $12,868,540 in 
1946. an ificrease of 56.8%. Thus 
10.14% of the net income was re¬ 
quired to meet the tax bill in 1938 
whereas 6.2% of the net income 
was required in 1946. Consequent¬ 
ly while the increase in tax dollars 
demanded amounted to 56.8% dur¬ 
ing the period 1938-1946 the cash 
income increased by 157%. 

“It is true that with rising 
costs goes Increased incomes and 
there is ample proof that taxation 
of real property today takes a les¬ 
ser percentage of the net income 
than . formerly. However the fluc¬ 
tuation in farm income is well 
known. Taxes may not be a bur¬ 
den in one >”ar. whereas in the 
following year due to many haz¬ 
ards of fanning the taxpayer may 
find it impossible to meet the tak 
demand. It js a fundamental weak¬ 
ness of the real property tax that 
it is applied with relehtless un¬ 
iformity from year to year de¬ 
spite the fact that the taxpayer in 
n given year, and even in a ser¬ 
ies of years may have practically 
no income by reason of crop fail¬ 
ures, low prices or both. 

“The greatest' single problem 
confronting those spending public 
monies today, is inflation. It is this 
termite that is eating into all ex¬ 
penditures. The increased cost of 
materials and salaries makes it 
necessary to study and discuss 
every item of expenditure. Expend¬ 
itures that can be deferred should 
be. But despite all your effort* 
taxes in my opinion are bound to 
increase. And why shouldn’t taxes 
increase? The tax dollar is no 
different from any other spending

You cannot exnect the tax 
dollar to remain stable when its 
purchasing power has greatly de¬ 
preciated. 

"During the past few years 
prices have been good and un¬ 
employment negligible.*The return 
to the taxpayers of the rural areas 
as a whole has been greatly in¬ 
creased. Thus while the tax de¬ 
mand Increases, the tax capacity 
of the ratepayer also increases. 
Therefore any comparison of the 
current tax bill with that of pre¬ 
vious years on the basis of the 
number of dollars demanded does 
not give a true picture. Those who 
have retired and are living on in¬ 
vestment income and those who«e 
salaries have not kept pace with 
the increased cost of living are 
the ones that are seriously affect¬ 
ed during inflationary periods."

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WHAT SIZE FARM? 


Size of business is one of sever¬ 
al important factors that effect 
financial success in farming or 
ranching. Some operators make a 
good living while, n the same 
community, others barely make 
expenses or fail outright 
Some fanners are too large 
from the standpoint of the best 
use of management, labor and 
other farm resources. Extremely 
favorable conditions have encour¬ 
aged an expansion of operations, 
especially in grain growing areas 
where large-scale operations are 
possible. * Good weather has 
brought high crop yields and in¬ 
come even where poor manage¬ 
ment practices have been fol- 
MJWed. * ' . 

Following are some of the 
points brought out In the report 
on a size of farm study conducted 
in South .Dakota. 

A study of relationship of size 
ol operating unit and efficiency In 
use of labor indicates the need of 
adequate sized units. In the South¬ 
eastern area, only 65 perpent of 
the available labor was used on 
farms of less than 120 acres. In 
the ranching area, less than 60 
percent of the available labor was 
used to good advantage on units 
of less than 480 acte6. The same 
relationship Veld tnie in other 
a^eas. ' / 

Size of farm asl measured by 
total acres operated! is closely re¬ 
lated to type of farming. The a- 
mount of rainfall, topography and 
proportion of land Burned for crop¬ 
land or grazing largelV determines 
the type of crops anti livestock 
enterprises that are stiited to a 
farm or ranch. Units wi\h a large 
proportion of land best adapted to 
production of grass are suitable 
to more extensive systekns of live¬ 
stock production requiring large 
acreage of land. / 

Full-time family farms may 
vary a great deal in size due to 
the amount of available family 
labor and to the amount of labor 
hired. The amount of labor that 


as 12 months of labor. 

TWO FAMILY FARMS 

Farm business agreements pro¬ 
viding for the Joint operation of 
a farm by a father and son or 
non-related parties have been in¬ 
creasing In recent 'years. On a 
high proportion of these farms, 
both member* are active In the 
management and operation of the 
farm. Where the son or other Jun¬ 
ior member of the farm business 
is married, a separate house on 
the same farmstead or on a sep¬ 
arate farmstead is usually pro¬ 
vided. The success of these farms 
business agreements depends to a 
great extent on a farmer large 
enough to support both families. 

Economy in the use of labor, 
machinery and equipment, and 
other farm resources are the chief 
advantages of such farm cusiness 
agreements. It also provides the 
opportunity for a young fir¬ 
mer with limited capital to start 
farming on a more satisfactory 
basis. Difficulties In obtaining 
farms to rent often make it des¬ 
irable to operate a farm jointly 
with a father or non-related far¬ 
mer. - v 

ADJUSTMENT TO ADEQUATE 
STEED UNITS 

Some farmers and ranchers who 
want to enlarge small operating 
units find it almost impossible to 
do so. All land within a reason¬ 
able distance may be owned so 
these cases the possibility of in¬ 
creasing earnings should be stud¬ 
ied. This can be done by chang¬ 
ing over to more intensive crop 
or producing more livestock for 
which feed wopld be bought. 
Dairy and poultry enterprises are* - 
well suited to small farms and 
may be extended on the basis of 
purchased feed. Thus labor avail¬ 
able htay be used to better ad¬ 
vantage and income increased.

Farmers will be glad to hear the 
report of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture that barbed wire 
to be put on the market in future 
will have a greater tensile streng¬ 
th by 35 cent than the wartime 
grade The wartime stuff was use¬ 
ful for tearing overalls. It also 
cuts easily but few can see much 
other merit in it. 

The heavier quality will be 
good news to farmers and ranch¬ 
ers who have been complaining 
bitterly about the wire presently 
being' sold. As a result of these 
complaints the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture through its nation¬ 
al office, urged that the manufact¬ 
urers of wire return to pre-war 
standards even if it meant a re¬ 
duction in volume as the wartime 
was" so satisfactory. 

Early in the war years the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Board or¬ 
dered a lighter weight wjre to be 
manufactured in order to save 
steel for other purposes. This or¬ 
der has been rescinded for some 
time but as steel remained in 
short supply the manufacturers 
did not return to pre-war stand¬ 
ards.

Twenty-five years ago on Oct. 
29, 1923, the Alberta Wheat Pool 
started in business. On that date 
an office was opened in the Loug- 
heed Building in Calgary with staff 
of about 15 people. From that 
small beginning this farmer-owned 
co-operative grain handling organ¬ 
ization has developed into the 
largest Alberta business. Its assets 
include 487 country elevators, a 
5.150,000 bushel terminal at Van¬ 
couver and a 2,000,000 bushel term 
inal at Port Arthur. It has handled 
as much as 52,000,000 bushels of 
grain in a single year, and has 
had a yearly cash turnover in ex¬ 
cess of $60,000,000. It has branch 
offices in Edmonton,, Vancouver 
and Winnipeg, and the average 
number of employees is around 
770. 

The formation of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool in 1923 grew out of 
the experience of Western Cana¬ 
dian farmers with the federal 
government’s participation in the

Rats Destroy 
Food and 
Menace Health 

Among the things nobody 
knows, Js how many rats there are 
In the world. But it is often been 
assumed that the number Is at 
least equal to the human popula¬ 
tion. Canada has a population of 
13 million, which means there are 
probably a similar number of 
these rodents acting as destroyers 
ol food and property, and present¬ 
ing a serious problem to public 
health authorities across the Do¬ 
minion. 

The common brown or Norway 
rat In addition to being a prolific 
breeder probably eats, as an adult, 
about an ounce of food a. day 
While it is true that rats eat much 
that is unfit for human use, they 
also eat practically anything used 
as food by human beings and by 
livestock—except hay. They also 
contaminate food and make it unfit 
for human consumption with con¬ 


sequent loss to producers. 

The extermination of rats is com¬ 
plicated by tfie fact that most of 
the suitable poison baits used In 
their destruction are also injurious 
to other animals and to humans. 
If reasonable precautions are ob¬ 
served, however, poison baits can 
be used to good effect. 

One of the best methods of a- 
voiding damage from rats is to 
make buildings rat-proof. Con¬ 
crete is one of the best materials 
as foundations and around spaces 
whe9e drain and other pipes lead 
hut of a building. Doors should 
be bound at their base with sheet 
metal, and ventilators and base¬ 
ment windows should be covered 
with wire-netting. 

Traps are effective if there are 
not 'many rats and if in a house 
where the use of poison bait was 
undesirable. It is a good plan to 
cover the traps with a piece of 
cheesecloth or scatter sawddfit a- 
round as this helps to make them 
less obvious. 

Where they show up as out¬ 
moded.
